CO-OPERATIVE. INSURANCE 
SCHEMES. . 


Of late much attention has been 
drawn to the practices of the codpera- 
tive insurance organizations, especially 
those known as endowment assocla- 
tions, several of which have failed, 
after collecting large amounts of 
money from persons who are ill able to 
afford the loss. The State Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, John J. Tobin, Com- 
missioner, has made an investigation 
of theme associations, and its report is 
quite interesting. , 

Codperative insurance, in its various 
forms—life, accident, endowment, 
etc.—has come into existence within 
the past twenty-five years. 

The whole scheme of codperative in- 
surance is a strike against the sordid, 
selfish aggrandizement of old-line in- 
surance companies. Wage-earners, 
men and women, wanted insurance to 
be paid in frequent small payments, 
but the agents who are interested in 
large premiums, and consequently 
large commissions, would not work 
such plans. By this course they killed 
the hen that laid for them the golden 
egg, because the people took the 
remedy into their own hands, Since 
the advent of the codperative methods 


the old lines, have been incorporated 
where the former are in operation. The 
new departure is most plausible in 
theory and commends itself to all who 
carefully study its features. In the 
hands of capable and honorable men it 
can accomplish a world of good. 

Three classes of cooperative insurance 
organizations are enumerated: Fra- 
ternal, with insurance superadded; as- 
sessment insurance guilds or lodges, 
and assessment insurance -organiza- 
tions. The first—and some of the sec- 
ona—are, as a rule, conducted honestly. 
In the third class are included the so- 
called mutual endowment associations, 
under company or proprietary manage- 
ment. They are, aga general rule, un- 
sound or bubble schemes. 

From the large number of persons 
interested in these endowment asso- 
ciations and on account of the heavy 
interests involved, the and 
expediency of a report concerning their 
status and methods can at once be 
seen, especially in view of the fact that 
they are not required by law to pub- 
lish such a report themselves, and are 
not under.the supervision of any State 


authority. Ostensibly all these or- 


ganization are codperative insurance 
associations, formed for the mutual 
benefit of the members and not for

operatlves, and have been organized 
for the prbat of a few inside managers, 
who have everything to gain and 
nothing to lose by the success or fail- 
ure of the enterprise. Most of them

The following is the conclusion ar- 
rived at by Mr. Tobin in his report: 


In conclusion, 1 desire to express my sin- 
cere conviction upon the develop- 
ments of this investigation, that the co- 
operative feature of endowment insurance 
is antagonistic to the true idea of what co- 
operation means to accomplish. 

Sterling cdoperation is an incentive to 
thrift, teaching that the bettering of one’s 
condition must be brought about by econ- 
omy, and that what tends to saving isa 
recognized dlessing. The endowment 
schemes, on the costrary, .as_here con- 
ducted, hold out the idea that the prizes, in 
the lottery of life, are more inviting than 
tee seer cents on the dollar of codperative 
saving. 

Thrift is subordinated to luck, and the 
wage-carner is invited to throw his hara- 
earned dollars into the endowment wheel 
of fortune, upon the chance of drawing a 
prize. Their motto is to make and not to 
save money—to reach fortune by a Royal“ 
road, instead of by the old Audustry and 
Thrift” highway. 

In another way endowment insurance is 
repulsive to the — — conception of. co- 
operation. Codperation méans mutuality— 
common support, working together for the 
28 * It teaches that what is good 
for the Individual is for the good of all, and 
what works to the injury of the one is an 
‘injury to the whole body. 

Success in the endowment insurance de- 
—— toa great extent upon the lapsed or 
orfeited payments of members. The gain 
ta some is therefore taken from the pockets 
of others, and it is the experience in such 
schemes that the small few are the gainers, 
while the great maby are the losers. The 
man who falls by the wayside in the endow- 
ment associations, instead of being helped 
to his feet by his brother codperators, has 
his pockets rifled of what little he had paid 
into the common fund. A member can 
realize profits only at the expense of his 
— and neighbors in the same associa- 

on, 

Endowment associations, therefore, in 
every ferm — fraternal, guild or 
lodge—are based upon principles inimical 
to the teachings ot true codperation, and in 
their practices and results are likely to work 
injury to the cause.

Senator Hale's Naval Scheme. 

( WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The amendment 
oposed by Senator McPherson today to Mr. 
Hale’s bill, to imcrease the naval establish- 
ent, provides that instead of eight im- 

nse line-of-battle ships being built, there 
be constructed eight low free- coast 
and harbor defense vessels of the Monitor 
type, having not more than 18 feet draft, 
with twin screws and a sea-speed of not 
less than 17 knots. These vessels are to be 
armed with four guns of not less than 12- 
inck caliber, mounted within turrets or in 
barbette, together with rapid-firing guns 
and at least one 15-inchdynamite gun. The

“THE HUMAN FACE.” 


‘DR. ROWLAND’S LECTURE AT 


r. MARGARET'S INSTITUTE. 
The Face Telis of a Person’s Mode 
of Life—No Two Faces Alike— 
Bones and Muscles of the Head 
—A Face Like a Benediction, 


Dr. F. F. Rowland lectured Weénes- 
day afternoon before the pupils of the 
St. Margaret’s Institute on The 
Human Face.” The lecture was the 
second of a series on physiological 
topics to be delivered before the pupils 
of the school, and was of absorbing in- 
terest. A brief synopsis is published 
today at the request of many. who were 
unable to hear it, 

After stating his intention to avoid 
as far as possible all technicalities, Dr. 
Rowland said: The approaches to 
the organs of the senses, their ever- 
varying expression, their numerous mus- 
cles, and their rich profusion of ves- 
sels and nerves, give the face great 
anatomical importance, which have 
most valuable bearing on the physiog- 
nomy of health and the diagnosis of 
disease. 


When 
scanning the countenance of a 
dtranger, we draw conclusions con- 
cerning his disposition, intelligence 
and character. 

„A person fond of observing cannot 
fail to have arrived at. the conclusion 
that an individual’s daily calling 
moulds his features. Place a soldier, 
sailor, laborer, compositor and clergy- 
man side by side, and who will not 
immediately detect a marked difference 
in their physiognomies? Among the 
early teachers in the art of healing, 
who were ignorant of the present 
methods of determining the size and 
position of organs—since the aids of

thickness of the skull was said to be 
modified by exposure of the head to 
the sun’s rays, as it is usually very 
thick in the Egyptian and in other 
races where the head is generally un- 
covered, while it is liable to be very 


where the head is covered with a tur- 
Dan from infancy. 

In touching upon the nose the 
* said, among other things: 
“The nose of a face perfect in its out- 
line should be one-third the length of 
the distance from the root of the hair 
to the chin, but in certain races the 
variation from this rule affords a spe- 
cial pbysiognomy. .. . Over-indul- 
gence in alcohol gives the tip of the 
nose a redness and a tendency to small 
tuberosities. It may afford some com- 
fort to a Pasadenian to know that 
chronic indigestion may produce a sim- 
ilar result in women.“ 

The muscles of the head and face, 
which play such an important part in 
forming our faces, were next taken up 
and detailed at some length in a plain 
but interesting manner. In closing, 
Dr. Rowland said: “If I have suc- 
ceeded in proving to you, as some one 
has said, that faces are as legible as 
books with these circumstances to rec- 
ommend them to your perusal, that 
they are read in much less time and 
are much less liable to deceive,’ I 
trust, then, you may learn toso exercise 
your facial expressions that your friends 
may always say that you wear a face 
like a benediction.”
